He’s the face of his franchise and a star 


in his league. 


He’s a promoter. A dreamer. An entrepreneur. He’s an inspiration, or at 


least that’s his goal. 


Yet despite his talents and efforts in Milwaukee for nearly a decade, Ian 
Bennett remains an unknown to the average Wisconsin sports fan. 

He plays indoor soccer for the Milwaukee Wave, a team that draws a 
fraction of the audience and attention that Wisconsin’s other pro and col- 
lege teams do, and makes about as much in a season as Milwaukee Bucks 
star Giannis Antetokounmpo does in three minutes on the court.

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President 
pushed to 
fire Mueller 
in June,

Fear of public backlash 
changed Trump’s mind

President Trump gave the order to 
fire the man leading the investigation 
into Russian meddling in the 2016 elec- 
tion, but he backed down after the top 
White House counsel told him the firing 
would wreck public confidence in the 
presidency, the New York Times and 
Washington Post reported Thursday. 

The revelation is the first hint that 
Trump, hounded by special counsel 
Robert S. Mueller III’s probe into the 
Russian contacts fiasco, took steps to 
have him removed. Such a firing would 
have set the probe back months, and 
possibly could have silenced it altogeth- 
er. 

Reaction has already been vitriolic, 
particularly among Democrats. U.S. 
Sen. Mark R. Warner, D-Va., vice chair- 
man of the Senate Select Committee on 
Intelligence, called for a bipartisan re- 
buke of the president’s actions. 

“Tve said it before, and I am saying it 
again: Firing the Special Counsel is a red 
line that the president cannot cross,” 
Warner said in a statement Thursday 
night. “Any attempt to remove the Spe-

WASHINGTON - A White House pro- 
posal on immigration will contain a path 
to citizenship for up to1.8 million young 
people brought into the United States as 
children as part of a package that also 
includes $25 billion for a border wall 
and other security measures. 

President Donald Trumps plan 
would also include a massive cut in fam- 
ily-based immigration and the end toa 
diversity visa lottery system that gives 
preferences to immigrants from under- 
represented countries, according to a 
White House briefing for congressional 
staff hosted by Stephen Miller, Trump’s
